The cause of the sudden prominence 
in prohibition enforcement

has followed receipt of advices from 
the Porto Rico dry authorities of the 
death of two snilois 
of the 
Dutch 
schooner Elaca in a fight with Ameri­ 
can prohibition officers. 
The schoon­ 
er's sister ship, the Jotanna, has been 
held at San Juan after her seizure in 
Porto Rican waters while carrying a 
load of liquor. 
Boht crafts op< rated out of C ura­ 
cao, in the Dutch West Indies, which 
is said to he one of the chief sources 
from which whisky, wines and liquors 
are smuggled into the two American 
West Indian possessions. 
Frank Buckley, customs nnd prohi­ 
bition representative* at Porto Rico,

Its purchaser. Ernest Makow- 
er. has presented it to the nation, 
so 
that it may remain forever in 
E n­ 
gland. 
Queen Elizabeth gave the ring 
to 
the Earl of Essex, who 
shared 
her 
heart with the Earl of I^icester, as a 
pledge that whatever he might be ac­ 
cused of, she would pardon him 
or 
admit him to her presence to justify 
his conduc.t 
Late in Elizabeth’s life Essex rose 
in rebellion. The revolt was a fiasco; 
Essex was taken and condemned. Af­ 
ter his condemnation he gave the ring 
to the Countess of Nottingham to de­ 
liver to Elizabeth. 
The ring, however, <1 id not reach 
the Queen, and she, deciding 
Essex 
was obdurate, permitted the 
execu­ 
tion. 
After the death of the 
Earl, 
the Countess of Nottingham confess­ 
ed to Elizabeth that Essex had given 
her the ring to deliver to the Queen, 
but thnt she had not carried out his 
request. 
Despair then seized the Queen, who 
refused all medical 
aid. 
She 
died 
within 2b days of the Countess’ con­ 
fession. 
The ring is of gold and bears the 
Queen’s portrait, showing her head­ 
dress and the familiar ruff. 
It was 
the work of an Italian who settled in 
England in the sixteenth century. 
After the death of Essex, the ring 
descended from I,ady Frances I)ever- 
eaux, his daughter, 
in 
an unbroken 
succession from mother to daughter, 
until it came to Louise, «laughter

John, Earl of Granville. 
She married 
Thomas 
Thynne,

Weymouth.

BE SENT 
MISSING MAN FOUND 
WIT 11IIIS TIIROAT CUT 
In 
the 
summer of 
18.32 cholera 
broke out in St. Ixrnis, an«l a f«*w sin­ 
cere Christian men ami women of Pal­ 
myra met at a little h«>u.se of worship 
and offered up prayer that the plague 
might pass by their city. 
Terrible as 
it may s«»em in this day an«l genera­ 
tion, a few nights afterward, a party 
«>f scoffers (und «juite a large party, 
it was said) congregated at a saloon 
and held a burles«juc service. 
Whiskey was abundant, bread was 
secured and a mock ceremony of the 
lord's Supper was carri«*d oat. A* th<> 
whiskey was drunk and the 
bread 
eaten, prayers were sai«l in jest an«l 
they asked a God, in whom none 
of 
them believed, to send the 
cholera, 
and to sen«! it quickly. 
Then 
they 
drank to the su«*«*ess of the plague ami 
offer«*«! in substance the same toast 
that is chronicled by F!ugene Sue 
in I 
his famous story, 
“The 
W antlering, 
Jew ”. 
“To the cholera, the friend «>f 
man. 
May it take those who want t«» 
die, and spare those who wish t«> live’” 
Their prayers were answered. The 
cholera came 
during 
the 
following 
year, but it was no respector of per­ 
sons, an«l took alike those who want­ 
ed to die and those who wish«*«l 
to 
live, among them being a large num­ 
ber of the men who had prayed for its 
advent. 
The death rate in 1833 is said 
to 
have been greater than has ever been 
known any place before or since, and 
while the plague visited other com­ 
munities in this section of the 
coun­ 
try, there were comparatively 
few 
fatalities. 
Probably the mock pray­ 
er ami gruesome toast had nothing to 
do with it, but possibly it did. 
Who 
knows?— Palmyra Spectator .

United States is slightly larger than 
last year, according to a joint report 
by the Federal and State Departments 
of Agriculture. 
The report continu- 
ed: 
“Indications are that the 
demand 
for pork products will continue about 
as at present. 
If this year’s 
corn 
crop proves to be ns small as present 
conditions indicate, the situation will 
doubtless tend to discourage hog pro­ 
duction next 
y«*ar. 
Hog 
producers 
houhl remember, however, that the 
corn crop next year will probably be 
Uaiger than this year’s 
crop, 
and 
that a production of hogs 
for 
the 
country as a whole about equal 
to 
that of the past three years seems to 
promise hte best returns to the pro­ 
ducers of both corn and hogs. 
“The number of hogs on farms in 
the United States July 1, that normal­ 
ly would Ik* marketed «luring the four 
months, July to 
October, 
probably 
was about the same as July a 
year 
ago. 
The 
actual 
marketings 
and 
slaughter of hogs, 
however, during 
these four months will be influenced 
to a considerable extent by the 
de­ 
velopments in the corn crop situation 
in the corn belt states. 
If corn crop 
prospects do not improve from those 
indicated July 1, ami a short crop of 
poor 
quality 
becomes 
increasingly 
more probable, a larger marketing of 
hogs during the four months can be 
expected than if the

should improve materially and corn 
prices decline somewhat.

“Thus what was really her effort 
to strengthen and fortify her victory 
at all points, which the rest of 
th<* 
world mistook for aggressive militar­ 
ism, was in reality only the French 
impulse of self-defense”, the speak­ 
er declared. 
“German 
nationalistic 
tendencies, 
on the other hand, constitute 
no real 
menace to 
France”, 
he 
continued. 
“Just as Poincare’s last ministry of 
Union 
Nationale 
has 
giv«*n 
a new 
force to the policy of conciliation, 1k*- 
gun in 1922, so the leadership of Hin- 
denburg in Germany means not a bar, 
but an opening to further approach- 
ments”. 
Johnny Pelenyi, counsel and Charge 
d'Affaires of the Hungarian Legation,
